2, Thirty-one single-engine aircraft, one U-2 biplane and three 
Boston-~IIIs were observed. 


21 October 1949 


3, Twenty-six single-engine aircraft and eleven U}2 biplanes were 
parked ut the field. 


4. The hangars were always closed. An estimated forty _to fifty 
single-engine aircraft, twenty U-2s and ten Boston-IIIs and about 
one thousand men were.stationed at the field.

(exchanzed engines were pulled alon; the landing field), a disk, 
two inches long and 5 inches in diameter (presumably an insula- 
tion disk for a directicnal loop antenna), was attached on top 
of £ugelaze, tail gun of about 13 mm caliber, no bomb rack.

A pile of ten-kg bombs, two piles 
of 50-kg bombs and two piles of 150-kg bonbs, and a number of 
boxes were observed. ‘The entire ammunition pile was 7x16x°3 feet.
